with a few remarks on co-operation. 
Having been identified with co-oper- 
ative efforts, and also with communities 
having goods in common, during the 
past forty years, I would, for the bene- 
fit of those having aspirations after a 
higher life than our eda = civilization 
aflords, offer a few thoughts. 

A number of persons uniting their 
labor and capital in any industrial busi- 
ness, is co-operation. The relative con- 
ditions of rich and poor are not dis- 
turbed. The strong are strong for 
themselves, the rich are rich for them- 
selves. The one do not bear the infir- 
mities of the weak, nor the other the 
conditions of the poor. Co-operation 
may be just, but organically it is desti- 
tute of the benign—the Christ element. 


That knowledge we have of the eternal One. | Justice is not goodness ; zs an 


exchange of equivalents. Goodness 
illustrates itself in giving, but expects 
no return. They are organically dis- 
tinct. The former may be an eye for 
an eye, or a stroke for a stroke. Or it 
may be a pair of boots for a barrel of 
flour—a bushel of wheat for two yards 
of cloth. The latter returns good for 
evil, blessing for cursing. The former 
yields just acts, the latter divine deeds- 

Capitalists may co-operate, and con- 
trol the property of a country. The 
real capital of a country is not gold nor 
bits of paper. If there was no surplus 
of the necessaries of life in the markets 
of the world, what would that which 
is called capital amount to! Nothing. 
Therefore, the actual capital of a coun- 
try’is the food and clothing, and other 
necessaries of life, which the laborers 
of a country have produced and have to 
spare., If gold, silver, and bits of pa- 
per capitalists co-operate and control 
the real capital of a country, they con- 
trol that which does not belong to them. 
That whith the laborer has produced 
should never, in the hands of others,

The following wash Is often very serviceable for eruptions and blotches on 
the face and neck: Take dried (unmanufactured) tobacco leaves, half an 
ounce. Pour on a pint of boiling water, let stand for one hour, then strain and 
add to it thirty drops of Creosote. With this Infusion wet the parts frequently 
through the day, and at night moisten cloths or cotton in it and lay upon the 
parts affected.

In old chronic diseases very~ 
little attention is required as to the kind and quality; but in all acute, inflammatory and febrile diseases a proper +) 
attention to the diet is important; and in many instafices they are very difficult to cure; unless the patient is more or less\s 
restricted, not only in quality but alsoin the quantity of his food. I would further observe that im some diseases, as Inflammation 
of the Stomach and Bowels, entire abstinence from food several days together is often of the utmost importance. Great care is 
requisite in convalescence from acute diseases not to partake of too much, nor of improper food, in consequence of the danger 
of producing a relapse. In Chronic ‘Diseases the effect that different kinds of’ food have upon the patient should be observed, 
Food or drink which excites fever, or in any way distresses the stomach, or produces a drowsy or stupid feeling, or causes the

First of all, see that there is nothing tight around the neck 
or abdomen—unfasten the collar from round the neck, and 
the belt from round the waist—and, if the patient is a lady, 
loosen her corset..
